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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-35 are drawn to distribution authentication based on subscription 
information, classified in class 725, subclass 25. 

II. Claim 37-42 are drawn to authentication based on associated 
terminal/client identification classified in class 713, subclass 187, 170. 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such 
as limiting access to subscription levels based on terminal identification (i.e. a particular 
user is authorized for access based upon their usage of a particular STB).
